Chicago, Jan. 2.—Movement In popu­ 
lation from the country to the city, 
bas been shifted and the present trend 
is from the city to the suburbs, de­ 
clared Prof. William L. Bailey, of the 
sociology department of Northwestern 
university. 
“We are changing from flatdwellera 
in the cities into commuters into the 
country. Two-by-four apartments are 
being deserted for suburban bunga­ 
lows with little gardens,” sings the 
professor. 
Ills analysis of population, mads 
public after years of research, Indi­ 
cates that Chicago will shortly pass 
New York in number of residents and 
most of these will dwell in the dis­ 
tricts stretching along the shores of 
l.ake Michigan. 
Dr. Bailey's study shows that half 
the population listed as rural now 
lives within teu miles pf some city of 
10,000 or more population. With half 
the nation’s population listed as ru­ 
ral. these figures may be taken to 
mean that three-fourths of the na­ 
tion’s population is now either urban 
or suburban. 
“New York’B suburbs now contain 
almost as many persons as there ars 
in Chicago. Boston's suburbs contain 
three times as many persons as Chi­ 
cago’s. 
But Chicago’s rate of subur­ 
ban growth indicates that in a few 
years this city will have the largest 
suburban population in the country."

A SENSATIONAL “cabin m urder mystery” in that portion of 
the United States k nown as the Northwest Angle, has aroused in­ 
terest in its location. The Angle is a small section of land on the 
northwest shore of the Lak e of the Woods, which is connected 
with Canada by land but separated from the United States by 
water. 
The Bemidji Daily Pioneer has traced the history of this 
isolated section. 
According to the story, it happened when the 
Webster-Asburton treaty was being negotiated l» etween Kngland 
and the United States. 
Engineers were sent out by l>oth countries to mark the bor­ 
der line and there was a considerable argument bid ween the two 
parties as to whether Pigeon River or the St. Louis River would 
lie the river to follow. 
According to old records of that day. 
Pigeon River was finally decided on and this gave the U. S. Isle 
floyale and surrounding small islands, while in the other case as 
contended by the British, Duluth and the iron ranges would have 
belonged to Canada. 
Following the Pigeon river to its source the line was decided 
on through a number of stream s and lak es including Rainly I^ak e 
and down the Rainy river to its mouth.

(From W alker Pilot) 
Walker, Jan. 2.- Thrones filial th** 
court roino Tuesday to watch the con­ 
d uction of ouster proceedings brought 
by Judge of Probate Jamison against 
his successful rival, Frank N. W h it­ 
ney who defeated him by 552 votes 
at the recent election. 
Mr. Jamison 
based his complaint on a preferred 
violation of the corrupt practice act 
by Mr. Whitney. 


The court hearin g was held be­ 
fore Judge William Watts of Crooks­ 
ton who was determined to conduct 
th e hearing with due dignity and 
decorum. 
Only on two occasions was 
it necessary to demand order and the 
last was a threat to clear th e court 
room lf further expression by the a u ­ 
dience was shown. 


So tense was the Interest th a t sev­ 
eral did not go home for lunch. 
Tile 
judge is a driver ami kept the a r g u ­ 
ment moving from It o’clock until 12 
without a recess. 
At 1:30 court was 
re-opened continuing until six o'clock 
with one recess of ten minutes which 
was requested by one of the attorneys, 
A night session followed. 


Three of the most brilliant a t t o r ­ 
neys In this section of the state are 
conducting the case. 
Mr. Whitney 
is represented by Graham M. 
T o r­ 
rance of Bemidji and Daniel DoLury 
of Walker while M. K.

Many witnesses have been subpoena­ 
ed, Including John L. Morrison, edi­ 
tor of the Dulu th Rip Saw.

cially interesting to the spectators. 
Mr. Whitney was tile first wit nos! 
called. 
His testimony wu- to the cf 
feet that he has been given a certif! 
cate of election which entitled Ulm to 
take office Jan. Mb. 
The Witness a d ­ 
mitted sending the letter and affidavit 
on which the complaint waH based. 
3,500 copies of which were d istrib u t­ 
ed in the county just prior to elec­ 
tion. He also told of securing a mail 
ing list from the auditor's office and 
gave a list to Mr. Michaels who wish 
ed It to mall campaign material in 
Mr. Whitney's behalf. 
Mr. Whitney testified that lie re­ 
ceived a letter front Mr. Morrison In 
which the la tter asked lf Whitney 
would pay $125 to send copies of the 
Rip Saw 
Into Cass county. 
Mr 
Whitney answered, declining to pay 
any money. 
He said he first proper 
od a blunt letter to Morrison but la t­ 
er tempered its tone and wrote 
more friendly letter, as he was afraid 
Morrison would turn on him. 
He advised Mr.

against 
sending any articles In his bebnlf it 
against Mr. Jamison to tile Rip Saw 
for publication. Witness claimed that 
among oth er stories circulated there 
was one to the effect th a t his wit* 
was a Catholic and he would send all 
children coiutug before him to Catlin 
lie schools. 
Michael wanted to dis 
prove this story by publishing fai ts 
In the Duluth Rip Saw but Whitney 
urged against this course as he did 
not wish assistance of tile pap©- 
Rev. (leo. Michael was the next 
witness. 
He had been a resident of 
the viliage for twenty-five years, had 
been in the ministry forty-five years 
but at the present time was retired on 
a pension. 
He is eighty-two year 
of age. 
He testified that he was ac 
tive in th e campaign in behalf of Mr 
Whitney. 
He had planned on get 
ting out a circular in his behalf but 
along the latter part of September he 
was convinced Mr. W hitn ey would 
sweep the county by at least 1500 
votes so dropped the plan.

The witness was hitter against 
Mr. Jamison as he knew that gentle­ 
man had been the means of having 
him rot ired aH minister of the local 
parish about five years ago. 
The ag­ 
ed minister felt that by aiding in the 
defeat of Judge Jamison he was in 
tile right and to la rr y his point 
it 
was necessary to resort to deception 
in waiting to Mr. Morrison and felt 
fully justified in so doing 


Judge Jamison vvaH callid lo the 
stand and denied preventing th** m ar­ 
riage of Kmmn Lambert, now Mrs 
Anderson. 


Mrs. Anderson ti.-titied tl.ai at tin* 
age of sixteen years sn*' had trough 
with one ( has. Rrandall of St. Haul. 
They came homo to her parents ami 
fter a family eonsu'iation thought 
best to marry. 
The i^irl's father. Al­ 
fred Lambert, came to vValker to -«*- 
cure a marriage license hut returned 
with a warrant for the 
arrest 
cf 
Rrandall instead. 
The girl dirt not 
wish to m arry Rrandall hut her fa th ­ 
er advised that It would Im* (In* hest 
bing to do as it would give th* fi­ 
ll lid a name, however, witness f e l l ­ 
ed that the father did not insist she 
marry the man.

cd against the marria ge on account 
of her youth, that he, Jamison, had

Copies of this affidavit were 
circulated by Mr. Whitney just prior 
to t lie election. 
At tin* evening session Mrs. L a m ­ 
bert was called and testified 
when 
Ruth was sent to Hank Centre, Mr. 
Jamison promised her and her h u s­ 
band that lite girl would he released 
three months after th** 
baby 
was 
horn and that when the time was up 
both sh** anti lu r husband applied to 
Mr. Jamison for the girl's release and 
that 
I m * promised from time to time 
th a t th** girl would soon he released 
and t Im* last time she spoke to him 
about it was over the telephone and 
he hun g up th** receiver. 
Frank N. W hitn ey testified as to 
repeated conversations with Lambert 
in which Lambert told him about th* 
rouble he had with Jamison In con­ 
nection with the cases of his d a u g h ­ 
ters, Ruth and Emma. 
Mr. Jamison testified as to his con­ 
versations wit Ii Mr. and Mrs. Lam 
ber!, denied most of their stories and 
told her ii** acted for best interests of 
the two girls. 
At tlx* conclusion of the testimony 
the court stated that he was ready 
to give his decision on certain im ­ 
portant features of th e ease hut Mr. 
Ryan asked time to fib* a brief. Time 
was th en granted for filing briefs, 
tin* contestant being given until Jan. 
17th, and the contestee fifteen days 
therafter, and tile contestant IO days 
ifter that. 
Iii t Im* m eantime Frank N. W h i t ­ 
ney, being In possession of the ce rti­ 
ficate of election, will take office u n ­ 
til such time as Jud g e W atts hands 
town a decision in th** matter.

Work for Humanity 
In a new country where th** natural 
conditions of plant and a binal life 
are changed, tile balance * if nature is 
likely to lo* upset. 
The value of bird 
life is perhaps greater in cheeking u 
plague iii Its incipient stage. 
In parts of th** Middle West there 
were serious outbreaks of the Kooky 
mountain locust or grasshopper many* 
years ago. says Nature Magazine of 
Washington, lh 
Prof. Aughey of 
tin* University of Nebraska carried on 
ii series of observations showing that 
the birt)* of tiles** localities were help­ 
ing a great deul to cheek the Insect 
numbers. 
« 
Thrushes, kinglets, chickadees, nut­ 
hatches, 
warblers, 
vireos, swallows, 
crows, bluejays, blackbirds, kingfish 
era, 
cuckoos, 
woodpeckers, 
hawks, 
owls, pigeons, grouse, quail, gulls, ami 
even humming birds and water birds 
had all taken to eating locusts. 
Fifty one locusts were taken from 
the stomach of a single yellow-headed 
blackbird. 
A tiny ruby-throated hum­ 
ming bird had four small locusts in 
its stomach. 
Six robins bud eaten 
2df» locusts. 
Hlxty seven locusts were 
found In (lie stomachs of three blue­ 
birds, 
and 
one 
little 
ruby-crowned 
kinglet bud eaten lilt. 
Muny of these 
and other birds were feeding their 
young on locusts. 
o n e h a m owl had eaten 39 locusts. 
Five screechowlg had eaten 219 lo­ 
custs. 
Six of the nine burrowing 
owls had eaten un average of more 
than fifty locusts each. the magazine 
article concludes. 
Hawks, as a (lass. 
were scarcely lv*>s active, for of the 
eleven species listed as having been 
examined by him, five were found to 
have eaten locusts. 
A grasshopper pest iii southern Ore­ 
gon was something Ilk** the plague 
of grasshoppers that iii me upon the 
early Mormon settlers In I’tuh dur­ 
ing tho Hummer of IH48. The crops of 
Iii** Mormons were partly saved by 
tin* great Hocks of gulls that came In 
and settled liver the fields, gorging 
themselves on the Insects.

New* York, Jan. 2.— Boxing has a m ost important part in forming tim 
character of young Am erican boys arui ii in tho duty of ring cham pions to 
live up lo tho obligations of setting good exam ples of sportsm anship in the 
ring and In their conduct out of tin 
ring. wan one of the observations of 
George PL Brower, Chairman of the New York Loxing Commission, in a state­ 
ment written recently for the New York Evening World. 
Brower pointed out Clepe Tunney, Benny Leonard, Mickey W alker and 
Tom Bibbons as being the Ideal type of a boxer. 
“ Prevailing upon the holders of boxing titles to defend their cham pion­ 
ships,** B rok er said, “against outstanding contenders, is, of course, the big 
issu e a boxing com m ission has to struggle with. 
Our next important duty is 
to bring about such order at boxing contests that the attendance of these 
so-called fight clubs w ill be on par In deportment with that which turns out 
for u theatrical perform ance or any other public entertainm ent. 
“The American ideal is fair play and it should he absent in no manner 
or form from anything that may he a part of the boxlt g game. 
We should 
have fair play on the part of our cham pions, also fair play on tin- part 
»f 
those who attend ull contests. 
“The influence for character-building wielded by the prominent boxers, 
and its reflected through the news colum ns of our daily p r e s s Is little real­ 
ized, 
Tim men engaged in boxing are charged with a high responsibility as 
to the kind and degree* of imagination their actions create. 
“ Where the evil is mostly to bo feared In sports is from the gre;it com ­ 
m ercialized interests. 
This col c orns baseball and other athletic pursuits as 
w ell as boxing. 
Ho long as these sports are honestly and properly regulated 
and arc* reported as contests waged truly as sport for sport’s rake, with em 
phasis on fair play, the* square deal, loyalty and unselfishness, and with 
prom inence to pluck and g ilt, there lr nothing to be feared. 
“ It is a fact that most of our boys can tell yon th** nam es of our Presi­ 
dents and great soldiers, but few could name the Senators, even those cd 
their own State. 
But find a buy, it you can, who does not know th** mime of 
Jack Dempsey and the line through which lias com e the crown which In* 
wears. 
Since* young men are thinking In such terms, tin* sooner we realize* 


this fact the better.
